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Remarks 

Claims 1-40 are pending. Claims 16-30 have been rejected. Claims 1-15 and 31- 
40 have been withdrawn. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph 

Claims 17-20 and 22-30 have been rejected as being indefinite under 35 U.S.C. § 
112, second paragraph, for failing to define the subscripts "m" and "n" in the polymer 
formulae recited in the claims. These two subscripts, "m" and "n," are commonly used as 
positive integers in polymer formulae and are well within the background information in 
the art. Applicant respectfully presents that all chemists, more specifically polymer 
chemists, understand that these designations are equivalent to positive integers. The 
claims have been amended to indicate that "m" and "n" are positive integers. Applicant 
believes the amendment to the claims cures this deficiency. Removal of the rejection is 
respectfully requested.
